The following letter from .T. Frank 
¡Gore, city forester of Redlands, is sub- 
i mitted for the careful consideration of 
¡the good citizens of Santa Ana: 
“Yours of the 13th inst. at. hand, 
¡and in reply will say that we are al- 
j ways very glad indeed to give any in- 
| formation possible on the subject of 
I Parks and Street Trees. 
I will just 
i mention a few subjects in favor of 
¡parks: 
A recreation place for the 
¡people; to relieve congestion of popu­ 
lation; beautifying the city. 
The fact 
that large cities are 
tearing 
down 
large buildings and paying a big price 
for land for parks ought to open the

WOMEN AS JURORS 


The summoning of a jury of women 
to try a case at Watts and the talk of 
summoning talesmen 
for 
the 
Mc­ 
Namara case gives zest and local in­ 
terest to any discussion of women as 
jurors, even though it be in far-away 
Boston. 
That the discussion has originated 
among men and not among women is 
pertinent, and it is an interesting side­ 
light on the workings of the jury sys­ 
tem and the difficulty of impaneling 
twelve men sufficiently neutral or un- 
opinionated that counsel in the Mc­ 
Namara case should be proposing that 
it may be necessary to call in women. 
Commenting on this, the Christian 
Science Monitor says: 
“In the state of Washington recent 
legislative action has expressly de­ 
fined the status of woman as a poten­ 
tial juror. 
She Is not forced to serve 
unless she cares to, but she may; and 
since the granting of the right, wom­ 
en have served on juries for major as 
well as minor offenses. On such data 
as is accessible, it is said that a jury 
having woman or women is more like­ 
ly to find against the defendant than 
a jury of men. The fundamental prin­ 
ciple 
of 
Anglo-American 
juris-pro- 
dence has been that innocence was as­ 
sumed until guilt was proved; that of 
the French code is the reverse. Wom­ 
en, participating in American judicial 
affairs, might modify the traditional 
national habit. 
“It is interesting to find the state of 
Washington so carefully 
considering 
the desires of the new voters. 
Not 
only is jury' duty optional, but they 
also have a choice of court cases, once 
they have consented to serve. In short, 
an experiment is being dealt with in a 
pragmatic, 
tentative 
manner. 
The 
judges, the prosecuting attorneys and 
the women are feeling their way to­ 
ward an ultimate right method. 
“That much of the world’s dispensa­ 
tion of justice has had an overdomin­ 
ating masculine quality none can deny. 
The woman's assignment of punish­ 
ment for cases in which woman is in­ 
volved either as victim or as offender 
against law' often would differ consid­ 
erably from that of man.

Pomona Als o Wins Point 
This decision will have the practi­ 
cal effect of throwing the case of the 
City of Pomona vs the Pacific States 
Telephone 
& 
Telegraph 
Company, 
now before the supreme court of the 
United States, out of court. The case 
parallels the Pasadena case, only that 
at the same time it was before the cir­ 
cuit court that court held that private 
and public rights were equal, 
and 
ruled against 
Pomona, 
which 
city 
took an appeal to the supreme court. 
Pomona will now urge that it was 
acting as a municipality and not as a 
private body, in attempting to require 
the telephone company to bid for a 
franchise for use of its streets, and 
as such has a greater right, than a 
private individual or set of individuals 
in the matter of restricting or grant­ 
ing franchises. In light of the state 
supreme court’s ruling that the muni­ 
cipality’s rights are above the private 
rights of the company, there is small 
doubt that the United States supreme 
court will uphold the contention 
of 
Pomona. 
May Compel Is s uance of Franchis e 
The decision also paves the 
way 
for Los Angeles to compel the Pa­ 
cific States Telephone & Telegraph 
Company to take out 
a 
franchise 
here, when the company’s right by 
agreement to operate in this city ex­ 
pires in 1916. 
The Pasadena case originated 
in 
1908 . 
In 
August, 
18 8 7, 
Pasadena 
granted a municipal franchise to the 
Sunset Telephone 
& Telegraph Com­ 
pany, which 
franchise

August, 1907. 
Soon after the expira­ 
tion of this franchise the Crown City 
adopted au ordinance requiring 
the 
securing of a franchise for the main­ 
tenance of telephone lines doing 
a 
local business and requiring the pay­ 
ment of $1.50 per year for each tele­ 
phone pole used in the city limits in 
doing an interstate business. 
The 
telephone 
company 
then 
brought suit to enjoin the enforce­ 
ment of the terms of this ordinance, j 
and the matter was heard by Judge 
Walter Bordwell, who, in May. 19 09 ,! 
decided in favor of Pasadena. 
T h e 1 
company continued to refuse to oh-j 
serve the terms of the ordinance and ( 
took an appeal, whereupon the city 
council of Pasadena caused to be cut 
aJl wires leading out of the general 
exchange of the Sunset company. 
Judge Bordwell followed this acrton 
with a temporary injunction restrain­ 
ing the city of Pasadena from inter­ 
fering with the telephone company in 
any way until the latter's appeal to 
the supreme court bad been decided. 
In consideration of granting the in­ 
junction 
Judge 
Bordwell 
required 
the company to pay into court 2 per 
cent, of its gross income, in order to 
protect the city of Pasadena, should 
the appeal be decided in its favor. 
The decision of the supreme court 
upholds all these rulings made by the 
lower court and establishes a prece­ 
dent which means that 
in 
future, 
should telephone companies resist the 
riglitg of cities to compel them to se­ 
cure franchises, the courts will have 
a decision on which to base their rul­ 
ings, which must hereafter
